should be paid.

It 
turns out that the Jockey Club and Col. Bruce 
failed to agree after the latter had accepted the 
offer of 135,000 for the publicatiou. 

“Two Bits,” who has lately acquired the name 
of Seymour Thompson, ran away from J. E. 
Cushing and engaged with C. Van Meter. The 
Little Rock Executive Committee has suspended 
“Two Bits” for life. No action was taken 
against Van Meter. 

Sam Hildreth has bought Tuxedo from A. 
Burns. He paid $150 for the gelding. It is de- 
clared that Burns has never won a bet on the 
gelding, though he made many wagers on him. 
The sale was timely. 

Ed Corrigan recently lost some $10,000 worth 
of broodmares in a railway collision. The band 
was bound for Rancho del Paso. Among the 
killed was Helter Skelter. 

Richard Havey has decided to continue as 
starter at Ingleside until the end of the spring 
racing season unless the new administration 
removes him. 

The San Francisco Breeder and Sportsman 
says : “Can’t Dance is fully a dozen pounds 
better in the muddy or soft going than on the 
dry.” 

Jockeys Tom Murphy and Wilhite, under con- 
tract to J. W’. Schorr & Son of Memphis, are at 
Memphis exercising the Schorr horses. 

There is a bill before the Michigan legislature 
restricting race meetings to six days per annum. 

F. F. V. is going sound again at Memphis and 
is likely to train.
